An official of a prom inent farm organization, 
who recently made a tour of the agricultural re­ 
gions of the United States, is said to have ex­ 
pressed surprise after returning from a visit to 
twenty-five states, tha t he found almost no 
farm ers with long flowing whiskers. This should 
have b een no great surprise to a m an who keeps 
in touch with the farm ers of America, b ut a great 
m any of our people who live in the b ig cities 
m ight find out even more surprising things ab out 
our rural communities than this newly discover­ 
ed whiskerless era. 
Farm ers no longer wear whiskers for the same 
reason tha t city men no longer wear them 
b e­ 
cause whiskers are no longer the fashion. There 
may have b een a time, in our pioneer days, when 
the farm er looked different from the fellow who 
lived in town. 
And he may have b een a little 
more innocent in some ways. But thaj> day has 
gone forever. 
Nowadays when the farm er goes to the city he 
dresses and acts like the fellow who lives in the 
city. There are now more "greenhorns” living in 
New York City, than in the rural portion of the 
state. The farm er is rapidly b ecoming a sub ur­ 
b anite. 
Good roads, the automob ile, the tele­ 
phone, radio, rural electric power, and so on, aie 
extending the sub urb s to all parts of the country. 
The farm er now knows b etter w hat is going on in 
the city than the city m an does. In spite of his 
long hours of toil he has more time to read and 
think than the average city m an who is con­ 
stantly struggling for a living. 
Nowadays when the city slicker w ants to sell 
the Brooklyn Bridge or the Field Museum to 
some sucker, he doesn t pick on a farm er. 
He 
tries out his stuff on some city "greenhorn” wlio 
has never b een more than eight or ten b locks 
from home.

During the 
past year approxim ately 500 children were m aim ­ 
ed or crippled as a result of explosions of b last­ 
ing caps which they picked up where they had 
b een left b y careless workmen 
In some cases 
children were killed. 
Statistics gathered on accidents of this nature 
show tha t ab out eighty percent of them occur in 
rural or sem i-rural districts. Blasting caps seem 
to have a fascination for m any b oys, who try to 
explode them b y ham m ering, picking or throw ing 
them into b onfires. 
Numb ers of cases a t law 
have resulted from the injuries sustained b y 
b oys. Parents have sued and ob tained dam ages 
against companies and individuals who have 
b een responsib le for leaving b lasting caps care­ 
lessly ab out. 
But ab ove all, this carelessness 
takes a serious toll of the children of the coun­ 
try, b ecause it results in loss of eyes, hands, 
limb s and other injuries which unfit them for 
useful occupations in later life.

BALANCE ALL FUNDS 


LISTED AT $111,000 


Water and Light Plant Has 


Balance $47,000 and Re- 


serve of $19,478. 


Charles R. Berry, City Clerk, 


has compiled his annual finan- 
cial report which will be certi- 
fied to the state department. The 
interesting feature about the re- 
port is the fact that on January 
first, the city had in all funds a 
total of $111,125.98. 


Outstanding in the report is 


the finances of the city water 
and light plant. On January 1, a 
yeaT ago, the plant had a bal- 
ance of $29,972. During the year 
the collections from water, light 
and power users, combined with 
the balance, made possible a to- 
tal of $164,469. The expenses 
amounted to $117.339 .during the 
year, leaving a balance on Janu- 
ary first of this year of $47,129. 


In addition to this main fund 


of the water and light plant, the 
municipal plant also maintains 
a reserve fund. The balance a 
year ago was $3,795, and on Jan- 
uary first of this year the bal- 
ance was $19,478. 
Funds upon which the city op- 


erates are derived from the gen- 
eral fund. The balance in this 
fund a year ago was $23,989. The 
balance January first this year 
was $24,143. 
The city also holds in trust the 


deposits given by persons for 
electric light and power meters. 
The money is refunded to the 
person when the meter is ordered 
out In this fund on January first 
a year ago there was $19,591. On 
January first this year, the bal- 
ace was $18,454. 
The report of the clerk shows 


that the total revenue acquired 
by the citv during the year in- 
cluding all funds, was $345.504. 
The disbursements totalled $234,- 
378 leaving a balance in all 
funds of $111,125.

red. Although he was a mile 
back 'from the shaft opening, 
Burris said the blast upset the 
conveyor and broke the trolley. 
3e was knocked to the floor, of 
the mine. 
Calling to several men near 


him, he told them to grasp the 
conveyor trolley and use it as a 
guide to the entrance. 
Burris 


said he did this himself and set 
off in the pitch darkness. .Later 
he was 
overcome by gas and 


ew nothing more until after 


he was rescued. 
Five rescue teams of six 
men 


each were sent down into the 
affected area as soon as the 
blast was reported.' They were 
able to reach the two injured 
men about two hours after the 
explosion and in the next four 
hours brought eight bodies to the 
surface. 
Highways near the mine were 


blocked with automdbiles a dis- 
tance of two miles. At the mine 
mouth hundreds of persons were 
milling about tonight including 
many wives and children 
of 


miners. 
Many of the women 


grew hysterical and were re- 
strained with difficulty. 


This was the second major 


mine accident in Sullivan county 
in recent years. On Feb. 20,1925 
the city mine of Sullivan was 
wrecked by an explosion similar 
to today's blast. Fifty-one min- 
ers were killed, only one being 
brought out alive.

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"GREENHORNS" ARE PASSING 


An official of a prominent farm organization, 


who recently made a tour of the agricultural re- 
gions of the United States, is said to have ex- 
pressed surprise after returning from a visit to 
twenty-five states, that he found almost no 
farmers with long flowing whiskers. This should 
have been no great surprise to a man who keeps 
/in touch with the farmers of America, but a great 
many of our people who live in the big cities 
might fiiid out even more surprising things about 
our rural communities than this newly discover- 
ed whiskerless era. 


Farmers no longer wear whiskers for the same 


reason that city men no longer wear them—be- 
cause whiskers are no longer the fashion. There 
may have been a time, in our pioneer days, when 
the farmer looked different from the fellow who 
lived in town. And he may have been a little 
more innocent in some ways. But thaf day has 
gone forever. 


Nowadays when the farmer goes to the city he 


dresses and acts like the fellow who lives in the 
city. There are now more -greenhorns" living in 
New York City, than in the rural portion of the 
state. The farmer is rapidly becoming a subur- 
banite. Good roads, the automobile, the tele- 
phone, radio, rural electric power, and so on, are 
extending the suburbs to all parts of the country. 
The farmer now knows better what is going on in 
the city than the city man does. In spite of his 
long hours of toil he has more time to read and 
think than the average city man who is con- 
stantly struggling for a living. 


Nowadays when the city slicker wants to sell 


the Brooklyn Bridge or the Field Museum to 
some sucker, he doesn't pick on a farmer. He 
tries out his stuff on some city -greenhorn" who 
has never been more than eight or ten blocks 
from home. 


PROTECTION FOR CHILDREN 


Seasonal warnings are being broadcasted 


through the press calling on farmers, contractors 
and buildingers, and all others who use blasting 


caps in connection with explosives, to take spe 
cial care to see that no blasting caps are lef 
about where children can find them. During th 
past year approximately 500 children were maim 
ed or crippled as a result of explosions of blast 
ing caps which they picked up where they hat 
been left by careless workmen 
In some case 


children were killed. 


Statistics gathered on accidents of this natur 


show that about eighty percent of them occur in 
rural or semi-rural districts. Blasting caps seem 
to have a fascination for, many boys, who try to 
explode them by hammering, picking or throwing 
them into bonfires. Numbers of cases at law 
have resulted from the injuries sustained bj 
boys. Parents have sued and obtained damage 
against companies and individuals who hav< 
been responsible for leaving blasting caps care 
lessly about. But above all, this carelessnes 
takes a serious toll of the children of the coun 
try, because it results in loss of eyes, hands 
limbs and other injuries which unfit them fo: 
useful occupations in later life.
